The crop this 
year has been estimated at 80 per 
cent of an average crop, some put- 
ting it at 90 per cent. With the 
Burl ay tobacco all used up by Janu- 
ary 1st the ca lug by manufacturers 
for the lighter part of the black 
patch, will naturally effect prices 
very considerably.

AID TO SKY STUDY. 

A celestial sphere, an apparatus 
designed for instruction in astrono- 
my, and particularly for promoting 
popular knowledge of the constella 
tiona, has recently been installed at 
the Chicago Academy os? Sciences 
This device, invented by Wallace W, 
Atwood, secretary of the society, is 
the only one of its kind in the world. 
It consists at a hollow spheve 15 feet 
in diameter, with minute perfora- 
tions plaoed m the ooraaoC positions 
for representing the ataaa. The 
sphete is mounted with taa ajrfs par 
allel with the earth's aria, and re 
▼olves in a direction opposite to the 
revolution of the earth, so that the 
stars and planets seen on Che minis 
tore sky of the interior of the 
sphere have the same apparent move- 
ment aa the stars and planets of the 
real sky. With the interior darkened 
the usual illumination outside the 
sphere is strfficient to make the star 
perforations distinct A pointer car- 
rying a small electric light, which 
appears as a spark, is used in ex- 
plaining the constellations. — Popu- 
lar Mechanics Magazine.
